"All the Germans had visions of an 


extremely short war. You remember 
in 1014, tho kaiser said to his soldiers.

len four times since then. 


"The physical struggle, marve.lously 


engrossing as it is, is not to be com- 
pared with what follows the close o£ 
hostilities, the parleys, even the mat- 
ters pertaining to the withdrawal of 
the troops. 
One side must be beaten. 


!• have never believed' in a stalemate 
as the outcome of the war. 
The re- 


treat—in any form of it—must be dra- 
matic. 
The picture of a great gener- 


al leaving the field after he has been 
defeated, must be an imposing sight." 


The speaker then told of incidents

At the same

south of Kaleh Sherghat, where we 
are in close contact with them.

day after slight opposition and the 
Turks retreated toward Altyn Kupri. 
Armored cars inflicted many casualties 
on the enemy close to the latter town, 
and on Sunday our main body was in 
touch with the Turkish troops cover- 
ing the crossings of the lesser zab."

It is true that during a terrible war 


when all depends upon unity of ac- 
tion, thu president as commandcr-in- 
chief must assume what in times o£ 
peace would be autocratic power; but 
war cannot be condtictcd in any other 
way with any hope of success.

placed supreme power in the hands of 
the president, yet the republicans have 
protested against the exercise o£ this 
power at every step and have en- 
deavored to block the president's pol- 
icies by the appointment of a super- 
cabinet body to supervise the expenses 
and conduct of the war. For this pur- 
pose also they ..wanted a republican 
congress elected. 
In fine the republi- 


cans liave been planning a repudiation 
of the president at the polls, some- 
thins that at this time would be most 
unfortunate and most detrimental not 
only to the "United States but also to 
the cause of the allies in general. 


There can be no question, therefore, 


of the justification of the president's 
course at this critical moment in the 
destiny of nations, when practically 
every nation'in the old world looks to 
him as the authority whose views are 
likely to prevail in finally settling the 
terms upon which the war will be 
ended. 


There 
are 
many 
illustrious 
au- 


thorities to be tiuoted on the necessity 
of having a congress to 
support the 


president especially when he is in- 
volved in a**war and has to bear the 
responsibility not only of commander - 
in-chief of the army, and navy, but 
also that of leader and spokesman of 
the allied nations opposed to Germany 
and the other central powers. 
The 


European powers are closely watch- 
ing the action of the American people 
in order to find whether the president 
is loyally supported by public senti- 
ment in his conduct of the war. There 
is no question whatever thnt the elec- 
tion of a republican congress would 
be regarded at every court in Europe 
as a rebuke to President "Wilson and 
a division among the people as to 
h;E policies regnrdins the war. 


Co!. Roosevelt, Chairman Fess. Sen- 


ator Lodge, Senator Smoot and other 
republican leaders may howl and shout 
to the contrary as much 
as 
they 


P-ease; but they cannot change the 
fact; and in their excited statements 
they are only stultifying themselves 
and trying to beiie all the republican 
statements majc in favor of the pres- 
ident's policy in the present instance 
from tile days of Washington down 
to the- present time. 


Frcm the beginning of our history 


American statesmen have hold con- 
sistently to the view that the presi- 
dent in time of war should have a 
congress of his own political faith to 
aid him as commandcr-in-chief of the 
army and navy. 


While commander of the Continen- 


tal army Clenei-;:! Washington wrote 
that public harmony was essential to 
success and tlmt distrust and jealousy 
afford "a most mol.'uichol.v reflection 
and forebode no good." 


Commenting on the 
above 
letter,

Writing in 1912 on the danger of 


having 
a congress of different polit- 


cal faith than the president, Henry 
Crosby" Emery, professor of political 
economy In Yale university—now a 
prisoner of war in Germany—said: 


"Assuming that you expect to have 


a definite program intended for the 
benefit of the whole country, it re- 
mains true that he can best carry 
out his program by means of his own 
party. 
In such a case to vote for a 


republican president and a democratic 
congressman is to say virtually to the 
president that you believe in him and 
his policy, but that you intend to send 
a man to Washington who will assist 
him only grudgingly, if he assists him 
at all, and who more probably will do 
all that he can to block the very 
program of which you have approved, 
in your presidential vote.
